The buildings were financed by a bond issue 
amounting to 11,975,000 issued by the Romulus Building 
Authority, which will operate the complex until the bonds are 
paid off in full with rental revenues. The city will eventually 
take over ownership of the buildings.

A new milestone in the history and progress of Western 
Wayne (Aunty’s thirty-third and newest city - Romulus - 
occurred Sunday afternoon. 

The historical event was the dedication ceremonies of 
Romulus’ new $2 million Municipal Building and Library. 

More than 250 persons, including high ranking government 
officials from Washington D.C., Michigan and area com¬ 
munities, along with the Qty Council, administrative heads 
and department chiefs of Romulus participated in the 
dedication festivities, 

Tlie Municipal Building and Library are located on a 
portion of a 16-acre city-owned tract at the southeast comer 
of S. Wayne Goddard roads. 

The theat of rain did not dampen the spirit of the occasion 
or cause early departures. 

Among the notables attending the dedication were U.S. 


Congressman William D. Ford, State Sen. William Faust, 
Wayne County Undersheriff Loren Pittman, Mayor Royce E. 
Smith of Belleville. Sumpter Township Supeiwisor Elmer 
Parraghi, Judge James B. Stone of the 34th District Court, 
Romulus, State Rep. Edward E. Mahalak, James E. Davey, 
managing director of the Wayne County Road Commission, 
John N. Sabo Jr., Wayne County Commissioner from the 24th 
district and Robert L. McCOneghy, Superintendent of 
Romulus Schools. 

Many from the Romulus community as well as adjacent 
communities’ prominent leaders also were in attendance. 

Judge Stone served as master of ceremonies. The Romulus 
Senior High School Band, under the direction of Gideon 
Pettway, presented sever^ musical selections. 

The invocation was read by Rev. William Quiney, pastor of 
the Church of Christ, Romulus. He voiced thanks and 
gratitude in behalf of the city and those present for the

A request made by the new 
Ramada Inn of Romulus for a 
(Tlass C lic«ise (liquor by the 
glass) failed to receive 
affirmative acton by Romulus 
aty Council. 

The city council by a roll 
call vote of 4-3 defeated a 
motion which was re¬ 
introduced by Councilman 
William M. Oakley at last 
week’s council session to 
grant Ramada Inn the license. 


An unfair labor charge has 
been filed against the City of 
Romulus by Local 214 of the 
Teamsters State, (bounty & 
Municipal Workers. 

Jack Valenti, president of 
the local, announced that the 
complaint against the city was 
filed Sept. 13 with the 
Michigan Employment 
Relations C!ommission. 

The complaint has been 
assigned to James Kurtz of the 
commission and a hearing on 
the charge is scheduled for 10 
a.m. Oct. 11 in the State Labor 
Building, located at 
Woodward Avenue and East 
Grand Boulevard, Detroit. 

The complaint is based on 
an allied refusal of the city to 
negotiate the economic 
portions and to complete 
bargaining on the 
non-economic issues of a 
proposed employment 
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Councilman who voted for 
the license besides Oakley 
were Fred Junior Block and 
James C. Stewart, who 
supported Oakley’s motion. 

Voting against granting the 
license were Council 
President Jimmie Raspberry, 
Ellis T. Pennington, Edmund 
W. Bizek and Brooker R. 
Edwards. 

The councilmen opposing 
the motion “at this time” 
declared they wanted to make 
a complete review and 


contract covering 55 to 60 city 
employes. 

Following receipt of the 
union’s action. Mayor Hyle J. 
Carmichael scheduled a 
session this week with council 
members and negotiating 
teams. 

Valenti reported that Local 
214 submitted counter¬ 
proposals to a contract offer 
submitted by the City Council. 
The city’s offer was termed 
inadequate by the union. 

The present' employment 
contract expired April 19. 

The union, Valenti stated, 
has compiled comparisons of 
wages for Romulus employes

investigation of other 
applicants who have 
requested Gass C licenses. 
There are 57 applications on 
file. 

The matter of issuing one of 
six available Gass C licenses 
to Ramada Inn has been a 
matter of discussion at the last 
two sessions of the City 
Council. 

At an earlier council 
meeting, Oakley made a 
motion to grant the license to 


with to those received by 
workers in other Detroit 
suburbs with income 
comparable to Romulus. 

In compiling a comparison 
of such cities, the union has 
come up with some wage 
averages to use as bargaining 
guidelines. 

The averages presented to 
Mayor Carmichael in July, 
were put together using 
figures from the five 
communities in which the 
union has recently completed 
negotiations. They are 
Sterling Heights, Redford 
Township, Madison Heights, 
Birmingham and Hazel Park. 

The subcommittee 
appointed by the City Council 
is “seriously challenged by 
the union, as to authority to 
negotiate,” Valenti reported. 

A tentative a^eement on 
non-economic issues was 
reached in July. “We have 
been treated with apparent 
stalling tactics by the city,” 
Valenti said. 

“Dan Gallagher of the State 
Medication Board assigned to 
negotiations has directed the 
city to present its counter 
proposals on the non-economic 
issues, then on the economic 
issues, by a Sept. 9 deadline. 
Today we are still waiting.” 
he added. 

“If the city negotiates a 
completion of a working 
contract for city employes we 
will drop the unfair labor 
charge,” Valenti said. 


Ramada Inn. This motion was 
immediately tabled by one 
made by Councilman 
Pennington, who stated the 
council should review pending 
license applicatons. His 
colleagues agreed. 

William Moshier, counsel 
for Ramada Inn and its 
representatives pleaded for a 
“yes” or “no” decision at the 
Aug. 24 session of the council, 
pointing out the importance of 
such a license in the operation 
of the $4 million inn. 

Moshier disclosed that if the 
council’s decision was 
adverse, Ramada Inn had 
received approval from the 
Michigan Liquor Control 
Commission on a proposed 
transfer of a Resort Tavern 
(10-month license) to a Gass 
B Hotel (li-month license) 
from a business located in 
Green Oak Township, 
Livingston County. 

The City Council must 
approve the transfer and 
waive transfer fees that 
already have been distributed 
to Green Oak Township. 

When the motion to grant 
the license was defeated, 
Moshier requested the council 
to act on the transfer request, 
pointing out it would not ^fect 
the status of the six licenses 
and that he had a 
communication to that effect 
from the Michigan Liquor 
Control Commission. 

Council President Jimmie 
Raspberry said the transfer 
matter was not on the agenda 
and that a legal opinion would 
have to be obtained from die 
city attorney on the question 
of whether granting the 
transfer would deduct from 
the six licenses. He said the 
matter could be presented at a 
later council session. 

It was learned after the 
council meeting that the city 
attorney had presented ^e 
council with an opinion stating 
that the transfer of the resort 
license to Ramada Inn would 
have no bearing on the six new 
licenses allotted to Romulus 
by the State Liquor Control 
Ciommission. 

Attorneys for the Ramada 
Inn announced they would 
make a request for council 
approval of the transfer at the

Hospital authority officials 
refute discrepancy charges

Peoples Community 
Hospital Authority (PCHA) 
officials refuted in no 
uncertain terms Friday 
charges concerning major 
discrepancies between the 
consolidated audits of the 
Authority and the audits of the 
four PCHA hospitals. 

In an article pub¬ 
lished last week, it was 
stated that study had 
disclosed an apparent 
discrepancy between the 
consolidated and separate 
audits in several entries. They 
were: travel and related 
expense, committee and other 
meeting expense, public 
relations and education, 
convention expense executive 
director’s expense and 
miscellaneous. 

A check of the totals from 
the hospitals indicated the 
figures were higher in the 
individual audits than the 


combined figure in the 
consolidated. 

E.J. Mathia, PCHA 
controller for more than 13 
years, explained that figures 
in the consolidated budget 
were in no way meant to 
represent a sum total from the 
four hospitals. 

“In order to maintain full 
coverage from Blue Cross,” 
Mathia said, “the cost of the 
administrative offices is 
allocated to the four hospitals, 
divided between them on the 
basis of size. 

“People often are under the 
mistaken impression that the 
totals of the four hospitals are 
added togeter and reflected in 
the consolidated statement. 
This is simply not the case.” 

The opposite is true. 
Because of the fact that many 
services in the Authority are 
centralized, an arrangement 
which saves money, the total 
cost of Central Office services 
is indicated in the consolidatee 


budget and then allocated to 
the four units. 

Totals from the four units 
are larger because they add 
on to their allocation the 
money they spend separately 
under such items. 

For example, the Central 
Office operating expenses for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1970, totalled $355,335. This 
total was divided as follows: 
Annapolis: $106,536; Beyer 
Memorial Hospital, $60,561; 
Outer Drive Hospital; 
$106,536; and Seaway 
Hospital; $81,702. 

More specifically, the 
consolidated audit indicates a 
Central Office expenditure of 
$13,985 for public relations and 
expenses. 

A total from the audits of the 
four hospitals, however, 
indicates an expenditure for 
public relations of $14,465, 
which means that the 
individual units spent an 
additional $480 in this area. 

According to Mathia’s 


explanation, this $480 is not 
hidden anywhere else in the 
consolidated budget. It is 
simply not included. 

Basically, as far as 
operating expenses fo then, 
the consolidated audit 
indicates what was spent on a 
particular item through the 
Central Office, while a total of 
the audits of the four hospitals 
would indicate the amount 
spent on any item bythe entire 
hospital system. 

The PCHA officials also 
explained that there has been 
no change in auditing 
procedures as a result of the 
state investigation. 

The auditing firm of White, 
Bower and Prevo merged with 
the present Arthur Young and 
Company in the mid-60s, with 
the result that the audits from 
1966 to the present bear the 
name of Arthur Young. 

Mathia indicated, however, 
that Human Sapakie of the

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Generous friends continue to aid family

The past two week-ends have found Van Buren and 
Belleville groups busy with events to assist the Arnold 
McGinnis family. 

Mrs. Eva McGinnis 29, according to doctors has incurable 
cancer. The family which includes six daughters between 
four and 13 years old, had struggled to meet its obligations 
during the more than two years since Eva’s condition was 
cfiagnosed. In fact, until this past spring, when she had 
surgery for a gall stone, Eva was hopeful that she might beat 
the odds against recovery. 

Since spring, however, her condition deteriorated. She lost 
nep*ly 70 pounds, was unable to eat and suffered intense 
pain, while family members denied themselves in order to 
meet mounting expenses. 


A neighbor, Rick Franz, brought the family’s plight to the 
attention of the community. Subsequently, bank accounts 
were established at National Bank of Detroit, Belleville, and 
Manufacturer’s National Bank, Romulus, where sym¬ 
pathetic townspeople have contributed more than $1,000 to 
assist the family. Other help has included a prescription 
fund, appliances and furnishings for the home. 

Two week-ends ago a rummage sale was held at the Flea 
Market on Huron River Drive which raised more than $200 
for the Belleville fund, e,armarked for house payments. 
“We’ve got enough to last through February’s payment,’’ 
said Mrs. Julia Sawmiller, chairman for the Belleville 
project. 

“People were just great. They donated two truckloads of 
things. Mr. McGinnis helped us load and get everything out to 


the Flea Market and Eva even came by for a few minutes 
on Saturday,’’ Mrs.Sawmiller said. 

This past Saturday saw the Belleville Rotary Club living up 
to it’s motto, “Service Before Self,’’ when about a dozen club 
members painted the McGinnis’ cinder block home. 

Bud Brown had proposed the project, which met with 
enthusiastic support from the executive board and mem¬ 
bership. Hamilton’s Hardware donated the paint, club 
members, the manpower. 

Eva first heard of the project when her husband woke her 
early Saturday morning with the excited announcement, 
“Eva, Eva, wake up! There’s about 15 cars out there and 
they’re getting ready to paint the house.’’ There had been 
some casual discussion about the matter, McGinnis recalls, 
but he said, “When somebody tells you they’re coming out 
someday and paint your house, you don’t quite believe 
them.’’ 


Before the morning was over Rotary members Art Harvey, 
John Dudick, Dean Payne, Harrold Harris, Floyd Griffith, 
Bob Gray, Justin Emerson, Sam LoPresto, Elton GoUwitzer, 
Ray Kohr and Ken Miller not only had painted the house but 
also had poured new front steps. 

During the morning, Mrs. Jeanette Brown fortified the 
group with coffee and doughnuts and everyone, including 
the McGinnises, had a good time getting the job done. 

The family is overwhelmed at all the help it’s received. 

“I really didn’t know there were that many good people left 
in the world,’’ Eva said. “Just thinH. All those important 
people out there painting my house. You know, I believe I feel 
better, too. Some days I even get up and help fix supper.’’ 

While feeling “better’’ is a long way from feeling well, Eva 
has every reason to believe in miracles.

until his eviction in May of this 
year. 

The new and first phase of 
the Romulus industrial clinic 
will have 16 rooms—x-ray 
rooms, treatment rooms and 
operating rooms-as well as 
offices. It will operate seven 
days a week, 24 hours a day.

The Michigan Consumers 
Council reports that it helped 
recover nearly as much 
money for the consumer 
during the first six months of 
this year as it did for the entire 
year of 1970. 

A total of $24,020 for 537 
complaints was recovered 
through the efforts of the 
complaint unit during the first 
half of 1971 as compared to 
$29,744 for 611 complaints 
during all of last year, ac¬ 
cording to Professor William 
Morrison, Council (Chairman. 

The complaints received by 
the Consumers Council range 
from new car problems, 
mobile home defects and 
erroneous billing, to problems 
with correspondence schools, 
repairmen, and insurance 
adjusters. 

One young man even came 
to the council for help in 
keeping his Playboy sub¬ 


scription—he had a cancelled 
check showing payment but 
the computer kept billing him, 
threatening to stop the 
magazines. 

Professor Morrison reports 
that of the 537 complaints filed 
with the council during the 
first half of this year, 24 per 
cent involved automobile and 
parts, snowmobiles and auto 
financing Second in line is 
mobile homes, making up 10 
per cent of the total. 


So far this year the record 
shows 34 per cent of the 
complaints adjusted to the 
consumer’s satisfaction, 34 
per cent pending in¬ 
vestigation, 16 per cent not 
adjusted, 9 per cent with¬ 
drawn, 5 per cent unjustified, 
and 2 per cent referred to 
other agencies.

amount spent was $1,919 (in 
1967). None of the figures 
under this item for the years 
1966 through 1971, except the

the low'est amount spent 
during the first half of the 
decade, which was $1,766 in 
1961. 

Under the heading of 
community relations, audits 
show expenditures for both 
halves of the decade to be 
substantially- in the same 
range.

County government faces drastic change 



County government is changing drastically in Michigan. 

Historically, it has been viewed as the stepchild of other 
government^ units — particularly the state. For many 
voters, county government has been uninteresting and in 
some cases, almost meaningless. 

Only a few years ago, however, county government un¬ 
derwent what was probably the most significant change in its 
history: appointed boards of county “supervisors” were 
replaced by smaller boards of elected county commissioners. 

And now, county government may experience yet another 
critical change. Le^slation, recently introduced in the 
Senate, would provide counties with optional forms of 
government, headed by either an appointed county manager 
or an elected county executive officer. 

Incorporating recommendations made earlier this year to 
the Wayne County Board of Commissioners by the Michigan 
Citizens Research Council, the bill defines the duties of 
county commissioners, the manager or executive and 
various departments which would operate under them. 

Most importantly, the bill gives to counties the ri^t of self- 
determination, for they would be able to adopt either form of 
optional government by majority vote. 


The appointed manager form of government would become 
effective 180 days after approval by commissioners. 

If commissioners approved an elected executive form, the 
issue would be submitted to the voters for ratification or 
rejection. Adoption of either form of government could also 
be initiated by voters through a petition drive. To put the 
issue on the ballot, petitions would have^ contain signatures 
totaling at least 10 per .cent of the persons voting, in the 
previous gubernatorial contest. 

The offices of county commissioner, sheriff, treasurer, 
clerk and register of deeds could be retained. All other offices 
would be abolished. 

All appointed boards would also be abolished except for the 
apportionment commission, airport zoning board of appeals, 
board of county canvassers, boards of determination for 
drainage districts, civil service commission, county 
drainage board, concealed weapons licensing board, election 
commission, jury commission, social services board, tax 
allocation board, retirement boards or commissions, any 
joint mental health board or inter-county drainage board and 
building authority. ,^ . 

Certain departments would be established. These mclude 


administrative services, finances, planning and develop¬ 
ment, public safety, corrections, corporation counsel ,md 
parks and recreation. 

Other departments which would be established through 
adoption of an optional form of government are personnel 
and employee relations, health and environment^ protec¬ 
tion, library, public works and institutional ahd human 
services. 

The functions of both the manager and executive form of 
government correspond roughly to those of the city manager 
and mayor in local government. 

The county manager would be the head administrator for 
the county government and responsible for the overall 
supervision of all county departments and responsible to an 
elected official. 

As chief administrator of the county, the manager could be 
empowered to make investigations, appoint staff, adopt a 
comprehensive plan for county development, designate the 
department to exercise certain powers, adopt an ad¬ 
ministrative code, consolidate county departments, enter 
into agreements with other units of government and accept 
0 fts and grants from public and private sectors.

Therefore, hospital officios and the press 
alike are left with a dilemma. We think that 
readers are left with a great responsibility to 
look beyond impressions gathered from 
random news reports and form an opinion of 
the Authority based upon the total factual 
picture presented. 

The press and hospital officials are solving 
their problem by being, on one side, 
increasingly more careful to present both 
views during any controversy and, on the 
other, increasingly unafraid to discuss 
publicly any controversy. 

The Peoples (Community Hospital Authority 
is growing stronger every year, having a 
budget this.year of $32 million, be far greater 
financial assets than any governmental body 
which its serves. 

But strong as it is financially, the authority 
is sorely threatened from within. 

We think it is incumbent upon the 
community leaders, whose constituency 
supports PCHA, to take a very close look at 
what is happening within the Authority and 
use their influence to help dispell the 
factionalism which is threatening it. 

We feel that the Authority deserves local 
endorsement by virtue of the fact that it 
continues to provide quality medical care at a 
cost equal to or below most hospitals in the 
metropolitan area. 

We have editorially supported PCHA in the 
past and, at this point, see no reason why we 
won’t in the future. We think PCHA hospitals 
are doing a good job. 

We can only hope that we will be joined in 
this support by leaders and residents who 
realize the usefuUness of PCHA to the 
communities it serves.

Studded tire sale banned

The House once defeated, but then passed a bill 
which would ban the use of studded tires in the 
state. 

However, while the studded tires would not be 
able to be sold, those who have them could still use 
the tires through this winter and next winter. Also, 
the ban covers only the Lower Peninsula. 

The Upper Peninsula, with its heavier snowfall, 
was exempted. 

Opponents of the studded tires, which are legal 
only during the cold weather months, contend they 
wUl cost the state some $28 miUion in road repairs, 
'^e State Highway Department claims the studded 
tires, legal in Michigan for the last four winters, are 
doing “terrific damage” to the roads. 

^ estimated 15 per cent of the vehicles in 
Michigan had studded tires last winter. 

Supporters of the studded tires point to their 
safety factor and maintain they have saved lives on 
winter hi^ways. The claim studded tires are the 
most effective winter driving safety device 
available. 

The State Board of Education gave a timely shot 
in the arm to the proposed consititutional amend¬ 


ment to eliminate property taxes as the prime 
source of school operating funds and to allow 
adoption of a graduated income tax. 

The board unanimously adopted a resolution 
asking the legislature to place the resolution on the 
ballot for ratification by the state’s voters. The 
amendment, which passed the house with one vote 
more than the necessary, is now before the Senate 
Judiciary Committee. 

Tough sledding is expected in the Senate in spite 
of the House action, strong support from Gov. 
Milliken and other pressures for passage. 

Opposition by the Senate republican leadership 
and many members of that party is centered mainly 
on the graduated income tax proposal. However, 
this would not automatically change Michigan’s 
income tax. It merely removes from the 1963 con¬ 
stitution of the prohibition against an income tax. It 
merely removes from the 1963 constitution of the 
prohibition against an income tax graduated in rate 
or base. 

Any change in the present income tax would have 
to be made in further legislation, should the 
amendment be passed and approved by a majority 
of the state’s voters. 


The signature of the governor has converted 
almost a dozen bills into public acts of the state. 
Included was the first budget bill which makes 
appropriations from restricted funds for veterans’ 
organizations. The biU lists $966,400 in grants. 

One of the other bills makes it possible for the 
state to financially aid persons who are displaced 
when their property is acquired by the state. The 
state can either match federal relocation funds or 
provide direct aid if no federal money is available. 

Another bill sets probate judges’ salaries at 
$ 20,000 a year. Three-fourths of this is paid by the 
state, the rest by the counties. 

Still another new law reduces the required time 
for publishing foreclosures proceedings from 12 
weeks to four and reduces from one year to three 
months the time in which residential property can 
be redeemed by the former owner. These changes 
reduce the time involved in acquiring abandoned 
property and are intended to reduce the potential 
for vandalism of the vacant property. 

Other new public act - make registered phar¬ 
macists in active practice for the past five years 
eligible to serve on the State Board of Pharmacy.

Students planning for 
careers in the field of 
distribution or retailing would 
enroll in general business, 
business arithmetic, retail 
Merchandising, sales¬ 
manship, marketing and 
D.E. cooperative occupational 
training. 

In addition to preparing for 
careers in the business field, 
classes are also available for 
personal use such as personal 
typing, consumer education, 
and business arithmetic. 

Local businessmen play a 
very large role in the 
vocational preparation of 
business students by 
providing opportunities for the 
students to apply their skills 
through on-the-job training. 
They have provided training 
stations for co-op students for 
the past five years and their 
assistance is greatly 
appreciated.

If the county adopts an elected officer form of government, 
he would be elected in a partisan election. In addition to the 
powers of the manager, the elected officer could veto com¬ 
missioners actions, much as the governor may veto the 
legislature or a mayor may veto certain actions of a city 
council. 

Commissioners would have the power to establish policies 
to be followed by the county government, adopt ordinances 
and rules, establish committees, adopt the annual budget, 
make appropriations, levy taxes, establish the number of 
employees and officers of any department, set the salaries of 
elected officials, adopt a classification and salary plan for aU 
positions in the county, adopt personnel rules, fix bonds for 
county officers and employees, create advisory board and set 
appropriations for it, appoint members of various boards and 
commissions. 

In any event, the people may soon be able to decide for 
themselves which form of county government is most 
suitable to their needs. That ability, in itself, should prove to 
be significant.

Expansion scheduled 
at Greenfield Village 


The first stage in a multi- 
million-dollar expansion of 
Greenfield Village and the 
Henry Ford Museum will begin 
this fall, it was announce 
today by William Clay Ford. 

_ Ford, chairman of the board 
of trustees of The Edison 
Institute, the non-profit, 
educational corporation which 
administers the two activities, y 
said the entire expansion / 
program is scheduled for ' 
completion by 1979. 4 

The program, developed by 
the Los Angles consulting firm 
of Herb Rosenthal & 
Associates, “provides not only 
for a major enlargement of 
present facilities but for the 
addition of new facilities as 
well, and will add 
substantially to the Institute’s 
appeal without altering in any 
way its character and 
reputation as a showplace of 
American history,” Ford said. 

Among the nation’s leading 
tourist attractions, the Village 
and Museum last year hosted 
nearly a million and a half 
visitors. 

Most of the projects 
scheduled iduring the first two 
years of the expansion will be 
concentrated in the Village. 
Work in the Museum may 
require extensive 
rearrangement and is being 
deferred until the later stages 
of the program.

the rear of the Museum, the 
consolidation of library 
facilities in Lovett Hall, and 
extensive alterations there to 
provide additional offices and 
classrooms for the Institute’s 
rapidly growing education 
program. 

That program increased 
from 11 courses and 159 
registrats in 1969 to 53 courses 
and 598 registraf ts will begin 
year. ' 

Ford explained that the 
trustees within the next few 
months will be asked to 
approve specific plans for a 
350-seat Early American 
restaurant, two trains which 
will operate around the 
perimeter of the Village, a 
new orientation and sales 
center for visitors, and an 
early riverfront street facing 
the lagoon on which the 
paddle-wheeler “Suwanee” 
now operates. 

The two-story restaurant, 
which will adjoin the Museum 
on the east and be connected 
to it by means of an arcade, 
will offer cafeteria service on 
the first lloor and table service 
on the second floor and on an 
adjoining patio. 

A guardhouse presently 
between the Museum and the 
entrace to the Village will be 
moved back in order to permit 
public access to the 
restaurant. 

New sales and orientation 
service for visitors will be 
provided with the 
enlargement of the Village 
entrance and the construction 
of an additional building 
inside the wall that separates 
the Village grounds from 
Village Road. Its architecture 
will match that of the entry 
building. 

“Many first-time visitors to 



the Village particularly are 
simply unaware of its size, 
and are disappointed if they 
find themselves unable to see 
everything there is to see on 
foot,” Ford said. 

He noted that the addition of 
a perimeter train and other 
transportation will help solve 
that problem. At least two 
additional depots will be 
installedto permit the loading 
and unlqgding of passengers 
at various points in the 
Village. 

Ford described the proposed 
riverfront street as a “focal 
point of fun” in the Village. 

“We want this project to 
offer a nostalgic look at how 
Americans amused 
themselves in bygone days,” 
he said. “It offers exciting 
possibilities and, although its 
specific details haven’t yet 
been finalized, we envision it 
as having a horsedrawn, 
trolley, a dock for the 
‘Suwanee*, a barbeque 
pavilion with outdoor tables, a 
bandstand, a nickelodeon, and 
perhaps even a boat-building 
activity on the bank of the 
lagoon.” 

High priority has been given 
to the provision of additional 
visitor amenities, including 
benches, restrooms and food 
service facilities in various 
parts of the Village. 

It is hoped eventually to 
divide the Village into ‘clearly 
defined” residential, 
commercial and industrial 
areas. 

“The basis for all three 
exists now,’ Mr. Ford said. 
“We don’t propose to make 
any siginificant changes in the 
present residential area—the 
fine old historic homes, which 
are among our most popular 
attractions. However, we do 
intend to add to the shops and 
industrial buildings in such a 
way that they’ll be more

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Sabo refuses to back

“I also object very strongly 
to Commissioner James R. 
McCartney (D-15th District) 
even voting on this matter 
when it is a definite conflict of 
interest since he is an employe 
of the Greater Detroit 
Chamber of Commerce, 
which, in effect, presented to 
the Wayne County 
Commissioners the feasibility 
study along with 
Commissioner Thomas P. 
O’Rourke.” 

“This is something that has 
to be looked into. I feel that we 
don’t have enough time to 
review the report which was 
presented to us Thursday and 
we must take action by 2 p.m. 
Monday. This report is 2 to 3 
inches thick. 

“Last night my constituents 
as well as the constituents of 
James McCarney at the 15th 


District meeting took action to 
vote no on pledging of the full 
faith and credit of the 
taxpayers until the county 
commissioners, each and 
every one, has an opportunity 
to study the report in detail 
before any action be taken. 

“It is a crying shame when 
the City of Detroit needs more 
than $1 million dollars for the 
Detroit Board of Education for 
education, they propose that 
we should be asked to endorse 
the full faith and credit for 
private enterprise at the 
present time. 

“The City of Detroit owes 
the county of Wayne $39 
million dollars for the Detroit 
Water System purchased in 
1959 for $M million dollars and 
it has to pay back the full 
amount of 1991. 

“In effect it looks like 
lending money to people who 
can’t pay.”

ORDINANCE NO. 71-55 

AN ORDINANCE TO PROHIBIT THE DEPOSITING 
AND ACCUMULATION OF TRASH, GARBAGE AND 
LITTER WITHIN THE CITY OF ROMULUS, TO 
PROVIDE FOR THE ENFORCEMENT OF SUCH OR¬ 
DINANCE AND PENALTIES FOR VIOLATION 
THEREOF. 

WHEREAS, the City of Romulus deems it in the best 
interests of the citizens of the City to provide for their 
health, safety and well being by the regulation and control 
of trash, litter and unkempt property within said City. 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

Section 1. Short Title - Unkempt Premises. 

Section 2. Definitions. 

Trash - Rubbish and debris. 

Person - Any individual, partnership, corporation and 
its officers, associates. 

Litter - Any garbage, rubbish, waste material or other 
substances placed or allowed to remain on the ground in 
any manner. 

Debris - The miscellaneous solid waste material 
resulting from housekeeping and business enterprises 
including but not limited to boxes, cartons, paper, ashes, 
and cinders, metals, cans, bottles, glassware, ear¬ 
thenware, rubber, ra^, wood, leather, automobiles and 
automobile parts, tires^ leaves, grass furniture. 

Section 3. No person, partnership, association, or 
corporation shall deposit, leave or permit to remain in 
any public street or alley or public place or in any private 
r place or premises any trash, litter or debris includii^ 
scrapTlimber and auto parts, except on approved public 
or private dumps or areas designed by the City for the 
collection of such articles. 

Section 4. No person shall deposit, leave or permit to 
remain in any public or private place or premises any 
glass, metal, stone, cinders, nails, medicine, poison or 
other substances of a nature which is likely to cause injury 
to persons, animals, or vehicles within the City of 
Romulus. 

Section 5. It shall be the duty of the owner or person in 
control of any premises, vacant or occupied to keep his 
premises, sidewalks, and all adjoining public property 
between his property line and the center line of the ad¬ 
joining street or alley free and clear of litter, trash and 
debris at all times. All such trash so removed shall be 
placed in a proper, approved recepticle or removed to an 
approved disposal location. 

Section 6. In every multiple dwelling occupied by two or 
more families in which the owner does not reside, there 
shall be a person designated by such owner for the 
responsibility of maintaining such premises free and 
of all debris and trash. Such person and the owner shall be 
jointly and severally responsible for maintaining the 
entire premises including yards and adjoining easements 
and one half of the street or alley free of all litter. 

Section 7. No person shall deposit or cause to be 
deposited any litter, trash or debris in the waterways, 
including drainage ditches and sewage fields within the 
City. 

Section 8. In any instance in which the owner, occupant, 
agent or other person having control of any property 
permits the presence of trash and debris to continue to 
exist in violation of the provisions of this ordinance, the 
enforcing officer shall notify, by certified mail or by 
person, the owner, occupant, agent o^ person having 
control of such property to remove all such trash within 
ten days from the receipt of such notice. 

Upon failure or neglect to remove the trash within the 
stated time, the City may assign such employees to enter 
upon the property and remove all such trash or enter into a 
contract for the removal of the trash, whereupon the City 
shall have a lien upon such property for such expenses and 
said lien shall be enforced in the manner prescribed in the 
Qty Charter for enforcement of tax liens. Failure of the 
property owner to receive such written notice shall not 
constitute a defense to the enforcement of this ordinance, 
nor shall any language in this section serve to prohibit the 
enforcement of this ordinance in District Court under the 
penalty provisions of this ordinance. 

Section 9. The enforcement of this ordinance shall be the 
duty of the Romulus Building Department, the Romulus 
Police Department and the Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department who are hereby jointly authorized to enforce 
the intent of this ordinance. 

Section 10. Any person violating any provisions of this 
Ordinance shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction shall be punished by a fine not to exceed 
F^ve Hundred ($500.00) Dollars or by imprisonment in the 
County Jail for a period of not more than ninety (90) days 
or by both such fine and imprisonment in the discretion of 
the Court. 

Section 11. This ordinance shall take effect Thirty (30) 
days after publication in the official Romulus newspaper.

government have brought about the discovery of a great 
many drugs which will reduce a patient’s blood pressure, 
properly handled and administered. 

‘‘There are so many of these drugs available that doctors 
now have a great advantage,” he continued. If one of the 
drugs has bad side effects on a patient, we can use other 
drugs until we find one that does not bother the patient. 

“But we have another difficulty. High blood pressure often 
responds nicely to treatment and the patient feels better 
right away; then he forgets to take his medicine regularly or 
to see his doctor,” he says. ‘‘This can have severe con¬ 
sequences. A patient can be comfortable and yet have enough 
high blood pressure to help trigger an untimely heart attack 
or stroke.” 

Dr. Hailer was formerly the chief of staff at Trenton’s 
riverside Osteopathic Hospital, and also was president of the 
Rotary in Trenton. 

‘‘Unchecked high blood pressure attacks a patient in 
several ways. It makes the heart work harder ; this brings on 
heart enlargement and failure. And the increased pressure of 
blood in the arteries can lead to a rupture, a cause of stroke. 
Or in combination with cholesterol, it helps the formation of 
placques and clots in the arteries, the most common cause of 
heart attack. 

“Blood pressure is measurable; the higher it is the more 
damage it can do. And the way to be sure you don’t have it is 
to see your doctor now and then and have him check it,” he 
emphasized.

“It’s a good guess that in today’s high pressure civilization 
no disease does quite so much damage to so many people as 
high blood pressure. And to compound the tragedy, a great 
deal of this damage is unnecessary because the disease is 
amenable to treatment.” 

Dr. William L. Hailer, a member of the Trenton 
Osteopathic Clinic, says the American Heart Association 
estimates that high blood pressure affects about 26 million 
Americans, of whom one-third to one-half are untreated 
either because the patients don’t know they have it or, if they 
do know', they don’t bother to take treatment. 

“They don’t know or don’t care that untreated high blood 
pressure is a strong factor in bringing on heart attack and 
probably the most important single cause of stroke,” he says. 

The doctor, who handles many high blood pressure 
patients, will be one of three speakers at the first public heart 
education forum to be held Thursday night, Oct. 21, at 
Belleville High School, 501 W. Columbia Ave. It is being 
sponsored by the Southern Wayne County Unit of the 
Michigan Heart Association and cosponsored by the 
BelleviUe Enterprise.

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Mahalak satisified with 


state school aid bill

One important amendment 
would provide additional 
assistance to school district 
which have had to receive all 
or part of the students from 
dissolved districts. This would 
furnish badly needed aid for 
the schools which have had to 
absorb pupils from the former 
Sumpter district. These 
figures are furnished by the 
Department of Education. 
They are for 1971-72 school 
year: Huron, $59,000; Van 
Buren, $60,000; and Airport, 
$90,000.

State Representative 
Edward E. Mahalk (D- 
Romulus) said Monday the 
state echool and bill passed by 
the legislature and sent to the 
governor is an equitable one 
with safeguards for the local 
schools in his district. 

The record school aid bill 
totals $1,051 billion, the first 
school aid bill ever to exceed 
$1 billion. 

“There had to be 
ronipromises and some 
cutbacks in certain areas in 
order to get the bill through 
both the House and Senate. I 
am satisfied in the final 
product. It provides our own 
schools and others throughout 
the state with as much state 
aid as possible within the 
restrictions of available state 
revenues,” Mahalak said. 

“The record appropriations 
would not have been possible 
without the recently enacted 
increase in the state income 
tax. Approximately one-third 
of theincreased revenue from 


the higher income tax will be 
used for schools,” he said. 

Representative Mahalak 
was appointed to a special 
advisory committee which 
worked with the conference 
committe on the K-12 school 
aid bill. The committee was 
the result of an unusual 
arrangement bet^veen leaders 
of both parties in which each 
will appoint an advisory 
committee to assist in working 
on the bill. 

The special advisory 
committee said the K-12 
appropriations bill was one of 
the most important budget 
bills considered by the 
legislature. Because of the 
unusual circumstances of the 
bill this year and due to the 
necessity of having this bill 
passed as soon as possible, 
these advisory committees 
were of tremendous 
assistance in working out the 
important details involved in 
the bill. 

The bill had to be cut by $23 


million to hold the 
expenditures to estimated 
state revenues for the year. 
Those reductions, 
recommended by a special 
House Senate conference 
commitee named to work out 
differences between the two 
chambers, included $11 
million from state 
contributions to teacher 
retirement systems, $4 million 
from vocational education, $3 
million from the basic school 
aid formula, $2 million from a 
grandfather section which 
protects school districts from 
cutbakcs below present levels 
of aid, $2 million from special 
and compensatory education 
and $1 million from general 
and vocational 
transporatation aid. 

Removed from the bill was 
the Senate-approved ban on 
new vocational education 
programs. 

“There were many 
amendments and much 
argument during the ioint 


conference meetings.” 
Mahalak said. “There were 
those who objected to any 
compromise and voted 
against it because they did not 
like some of the features. This, 
of course, is their right.” 

“Every effort was made to 
make the school and bill fair 
and adequate. The school 
districts needed to know how 
much and what type of state 
aid they can expect for next 
school year so that they can 
make plans for the year,” he 
stated. 

“A number of legislators 
have complained of 
inadequacies. I cannot agree 
with this. It does as much as 
the state if financially able to 
do. I am especially pleased 
because it ttakes steps to 
relieve the financially pressed 
schools in the 38th district,” 
Mahalak said. 

The schools in the 38th 
district will receive the 
following increases per child.

“Michigan temporarily has 
been restrained from 
enforcing the provisions of 
this law,” the Governor said. 
“This restraint was brought 
about through an action 
brought by the Lake Carriers 
Association of Cleveland, 
Ohio, in Federal District Court 
in Detroit.” 

According to the Governor’s 
report, testimony was heard 
by a three-judge panel. A 
decision is expected in the 
very near future. 


Gov. Milliken explained that 
the Ford Motor Co., a member 
of the Lake Carrier’s 
Association, did not join in the 
suit against the state. Rather, 
Ford installed sewage 
retention systems on its six 
Great Lakes vessels and is 
operating in full compliance 
with Act 167. 


The Governor’s letter was in 
response to action initiated by 
the Huron Valley 
Conservation Association 
under the chairmanship of 
Rodney Bly.

Busing rally attracts handful 


Several thousand flyers 
circulated in Romulus this 
week advertising a public 
rally about school busing to be 
held Sunday at Kennedy Park 
failed to attract more than a 
handful of curious citizens. 

The rally, sponsored by the 
National Youth Alliance of 
Centerline, according to 
handbills, asked for support 
for “the brave mothers of 
Pontiac in their fight against 
federal imposed tyranny.” 
The flyer promised the rally 
would reveal, “real facts 
behind the busing 


controversy”, and offered 
information about “what you 
can do to smash busing.” 

Patrick Tifer. 24. who 
claims a bachelor of science 
degree from Wayne State 
University, met with local 
supporters at the VFW Hall 
prior to the rally. He claims a 
National Youth Alliance 
membership locally of 102nd 
state membership of about 
200. 

Flanked by a khaki and 
black clad color guard of five 
men and women, Tifer spoke 


from a rostrum backed by red, 
white and blue bunting taped 
to a chain link fence. His own 
khaki uniform bore a flag 
emblem over the breast 
pocket, as did those of the 
color guard. 

Tifer spoke sincerely, 
touching on emotional issues 
of “White Rights” and 
enforced busing, which he 
predicts will see students from 
Westland, Romulus and 
Garden City exchanged with 
students from high crime 
areas in Detroit. 


He caustioned against too 
much confidence in local 
boards and the “crooks on the 
federal bench.” His main 
points drew applause from the 
group. 

A publication called White 
Power, said to be the official 
newsletter of the American 
White Nationalist Party, was 
circulated among some long¬ 
haired youth who have spent 
an idyllic summer in the park 
and consider it theirs. “Man, 
look at this.” said one, 
“They’re trying to make 
trouble in our town.”
